WASHINGTON, Dec. 30. — Net 
operating income of the country’s 
important railroads for the last 
year, on the basis ef preliminary 
reports made public by the Amer- 
ican Railway Association reached 
a total of $1,282,000,000, represent- 
ing a return of 4.99 per cent, the 
highest in 10 years. 

R. H. Aishton, president of the 
‘association, in a forma] statement, 
‘said this high figure was the re- 
sult of one of the greatest freight 
traffic volume years in history and 
the “highest operating efficiency 
and economy ever attained.” 

Preliminary study of the rail- 
roads’ financial programs for 1930, 
he added, shows that their budgets 
call for the expenditure of $1,050,- 
“000,000, of which $680,000,000 will 
* be for roadway and structures, and 
$370,000,000 for equipment. 

“It is estimated that the first six 
months of 1930 will absorb $490,- 
- $00,000, or an increase of $140,- 
000,000 over the first half of 1928,” 
he said. 


Basis of Figures, 

Explaining that his figures were 
based on complete reports for the 
first 10 months of 1929, and esti- 
mates by the Bureau of Railway 
Economics for the last two months, 
Aishton said the gross operating ' 
- revenues amounted to approximate- 
‘ely $6,357,000,000, an increase of 
2.9 per cent over Jast year, while 
operating expenses amounted to 
$4,535,000,000, only 1.4 per cent 
greater than in 1928. 

Total loading of revenue freight 
is expected to reach §2,798,000 cars 


for the year, a reduction of 300,- ,other 


819 cars Or six-tenths of 1 per cent 
under the record of 1926. 

‘Measured in net ton miles, how- 
ever, the volume of freight handled 
in 1929, complete reports are ex- 
pected to show, will be the great- 
est for any year, amounting to 
more than 490,000,000,000 net ton 
miles, an increase of 1 per cent 
over 1926,” Aishton said. “The 
fact that the total net ton miles 
was greater in 1929 than in.1926, 
while loadings were slightly less is 
due to the increase that has taken 
place during the past year in the 
average of haul, resulting from the 
fact that railway freight traffie 
consists to a larger extent of goods 
in bulk moving longer distances. 

Equipment in Good Condition. 

“Locomotives and freight cars 
are in the best physical condition 
in recent years. Due to the use oft 
more powerful locomotives and 
ears having a larger capacity than 
formerly, trains of greater ton- 
nage have een sent over the rails 
and with greater dispatch than in 
previous years. 

“By thus speeding up the wheels 
of their locomotives, by converting, 
car shortages into surpluses, and 
by improving many other factors 
of operating efficiency, the rail- 
roads have stimutated the pulse of 
industry, have helped to stabilize 
buying and selling, have enabled 
manufacturers and merchants to 
reduce inventories, and have made 
a vital contribution to the eco- 
nomic progress of the nation.” 

Capital expenditures last year to- 
taled $800,000,000, an increase of 
approximately $123,000,000 over 
1928, Aishton said, in addition to 
about $1,300,000,000 for operation 
and maintenance supplies, and $3,- 
000,000,000 in wages to employes. 

Passenger traffic was less than 
for any other year in the last 20, 
he added, amounting to $1 billion 
passenger miles, a reduction of one- 
third from the record year of 1920.

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PROPOSES NATIONAL 
RADIO UNNERSTTY 


Advisory Committee Advocates 
$10,000,000 Endowment 
in Report to Wilbur. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 30. — 
Recommendation for a radio uni- 
versity of national education, with 
an endowment of $10,000,000, Was 


made today by the AdvVisory Com- 
mittee on Education by Radio in 
a report to Secretary of the In- 
terior Wilbur. 

Representatives’ of commercial 
broadcasting, who were present at 
the session, said the country was 
not ready for such a move and the 
Columbia system offered a counter 
suggestion that a division of educa- 
tion by radio be set up im the 
Federal Bureau of Bducation. 

The plan for the radio university 
national education as outlined, was 
that its educational and financial 
policies should be vested in a board 
of control composed of not more 
than 15 persons thosen to repre- 
sent educational, scientific and 
national organfzations. 
Among the organizations suggested 
were the Department of the In- 
terior, National Education Associa- 
tion, United States Chamber of 
Commerce, American Library As- 
sociation, Association of Land 
Grant Colleges, American Associa- 
tion of University Professors, 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, Institute of 
Radio Engineers and State Super- 
intendents of Education. 

This board of control, the com- 
mittee recommended, should in- 
corporate the radio university as an 
educational institution. not oper- 
ated for profit. An administrative 
staff, consisting of a genera? direct- 
or and 48 state directors, was sug- 
gested. The field to be  experi- 
mentally covered would be agree 
upon by state and national] direct- 
ors with the advice of state depart- 
ments of instruction and extension 
departments of the vanious states 
and universities. 

The nationwide plan includes 
use of all available broadcasting 
outiets. Existing radio stations 
would be urged to affiliate with 
the radio university. 

Represtntatives of the National 
Broadcasting Co. also said that 
they were unwilling to accept the 
proposed radio university as the 
proper step at this time. They 
agreed that developments in edu- 
cation by ‘radio had not as yet 
gone far enough to warrant taking 
so definite a step. 

The Columbia System repre- 
sentatives, in proposing a division 
of education, said it ghould provide 
both for elementary edacation and 
for adult education. They held 
that the director of the division 
should name a technical staff, to 
arrange programs and provide for 
their distribution over existing sys- 
tems. . 

William John Cooper, Commis- 
sioner of Education, presided as 
chairman over the committee 
which included notable educators 
from all sections of the country.

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NINE CHRISTMAS CAKES 
POISONED BY ACIDENT 


Government Food Experts Find 
Arsenic in Them; Made — 
at Virginia, Ill. 


By the Associated Press. " 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Nine 
home-baked Christmas fruit cakes, 
accidentally seasoned with enough 
arsenic poison to kill, were “dis- 
covered before they reached 
Christmas. tables by ‘the United 
States and Canada food and: drug 
administration. | 

Dr. G. P. Dunbar, Assistant Chief 
of the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion, said the fist specimen of the 
contaminated cakes was delivered 
to the administration laboratory 
Dec. 19. This cake, purchased 
from a housekeeper who conducted 
a smali retail business in home- 
baked Christmas fruit cakes, had 
made several persons ill in Vir- 
ginia, Hil. 

Without waiting completion of 
the chemical analysis, the admin- 
istration detailed Inspector G. P. 
Larrick to find and get the def- 
injte return of every single fruit 
cake which had been distributed. 

The chemical analysis showed 
the cake heavily loaded with poi- 
son, containing in some instances 
nearly 2000 times the amount re- 
garded within the limit of safety. 
Larrick learned this cake was one 
of nine baked for the Christmas 
trade. Eight cakes were quickly 
located. The ninth had been 
bought as a Christmas present for 
relatives in Canada by a house-to- 
house agent whose identity and 
whereabouts were unknown. 

A continuous search from Fri- 
day, Dec. 20 to Sunday, Dec. 22, 
finally brought to light the prob- 
able Canadian destination of the 
cake. Larrick warned the family 
by long distance telephone. He 


q|aiso reported to the commercial 


secretary of the Canadian légation, 
who telephoned Dominion food au- 
thorities. When the unopened 
package reached its destination 
Dec. 26 it bore its original Christ- 
mas seal and also the official seal 
of the Canadian Government with 
the poison warning of the food and 
drug administration. 

Investigation disclosed that a 
sack of flour in the cakemaker’s 
home accidentally had been mixed 
with a white powder purchased as 
an insecticide for garden use and 
containing calctum arsenate. The 
housewife who backed the fruit 
cake and who ate food made from 
the poisoned flour is now in a'seri- 
ous condition from arsenic poison- 
ing»Dr. Dunbar said. 7

IN HANDS OF STRANGER 


J. 3B. ° Furstenberg Testifies 
About Bogg Broom Corn Co. - 
at Bankruptcy Hearing. 


John B. Furstenberg of Liberal, 
Kan., former president of the de- 
funct Boggs Broom Corn Co., who 
heretofore had been “too busy” to 
attend bankruptcy hearings, ad- 
mitted’ under examigation by 
Referee in Bankruptcy Coles today 
that he left his company in charge 
of a stranger in September, 1928, 
when it owed about $190,000, 

He placed E. B. Meidner, sales- 
man for another broom com- 
pany, in charge In hopes Meid- 
ner would invest $15,000, he ex- 
plained. After a brief investiga- 
tion, Meidner quit the company, 
and Fursterberg turned it over to 
A. H, Rode, secretary, although 
Rode had no financial interest’ 
in it. 

Furstenberg related that he 
joined the company in 1911 and 
that its prosperity was such that 
he amassed a personal fortune of 
about $400,000. In the depression 
of 1920 the business encountered 
financial difficulties and for sev- 
eral years Furstenberg said he “‘do- 
nated” amounts approximating 
$100,000 annually. 

Under questioning he conceded 
that the listed assets of $30,662 are 
worth only about $17,000, including’ 
$7900 in doubtful accounta. He 
hazarded an opinion that -the dif. 
ference between this amount and 
his estimate of $50,000 for the 
company’s assets when he left it 
Was due to an operating loss and 
a failure te include depreciation of 
machinery. 

He left the company when it. was 
insolvent, he said, because of in- 
ability to raise additional working 
capital. He went to Kansas, he re- 
lated, and operated the Boggs 
Broom Corn Supply Co. with his 
wife's money; selling supplies | to 
the St. Louis firm. 

He has filed claims aggregating 
$17,200 against the bankrupt com- 
pany, including a personal claim 
for $8000 representing an alleged 
advance and $9200 for merchandise 
credits of two other broom corn 
companies conducted by him. 

The greater portion of about 
$50,000 owed a local bank by the 
bankrupt is on account of dis- 
counted trade acceptances of two of 
Furstenberg’s brothers-in-law, ac- 
cording to. his testimony. 

The trustee has about $6200 in’ 
the estate so . far. 
amount to $137,058.

BURNS SELF TO DEATH 
AFTER FAMILY QUARREL 


Mrs. Augusta. Widmer Pours 
Turpentine on Clothes and 
Lights Match. 


Mrs. Augusta Widmer, 36 years 
old, fatally burned herself after a 


quarrel with her husband, Harry, 
at their home; 4263 Palm street, 
early yesterday.

“I think she did it to frighten 
me,” Widmer testified. “She took 
things to frighten me. Once she 
took chloroform.”

For sec- 
ond degree robbery, the penalty 
is fixed at’ not less than three 
years, and for robbery in the thirg 
degree, not more than five years. 

“The purpose is to make sen- 
tences for robbery, as tough as 
possible,” Circuit Attorney Miller 
said. “The public, and juries, are 
gett educated up to the use of 
the habitual criminal law. © Now 
we will try té educate them up to 
the use of the Henry law. The ef- 
fect -will be, at least, to raise the 
‘minimum penalty, for that class 
of robbery, from five to 10 years. 
|. “With the Henry law inveked in 
indictments, the robber who seeks 
to plead guilty will have to take a 
less attractive bargain. He will 
know that, if he goes to trial and 
is convicted, he will get at least 10 
years, and if his case is a very bad 
one, there is the possibility that he 
will face a sentence of hanging.”

Without Mentioning Dry 
Act, Says Contempt for 
One Statute Does Not 
Tend to Defiance of All.

NEW YORK, Dec. $0.—There is 
a higher. lawlessness and @ lower 
lawlessness, one essentially law- 
abiding, the other law-breaking, 
and America must learn to distin- 
guish ‘between them if it is to_solve 
its grievous law problems, says 
Nicholas Murray Butler in his 1929 
report as president of Columbia 
University. His statement is made. 
in considering the university’s duty 


makes no direct reference to the 
prohibition. act of which he has 
been a consistent opponent. 

In presenting “the higher law- 
lessness,"”" based on the code of a 
gentleman and morality, as an 
ideal Dr. Butler places himself di- 
rectly at issue with President Hoo- 
ver’s ‘appeals to the nation to re- 
spect all. statutes as the law of the 
land. 

“Lawlessness is selective and un- 
broken human experience to prove 
that a man may hold one law in 
utter contempt and yet have' high 
respect ‘for the great body of law 
of the land in which he lives,” de- 
clares Dr. Butler. “An increasing 
number of persons are coming to 
see that in the search for means to 
remedy a grievous situation ‘the 
place to begin is not with lawless- 
ness, but with law itself.’- 

Law in Third Place. 
“Not everything which comes 


clothed in the garb of law is really 


law,” he declares. ‘To get at law 
one miust go. behind constitutions 
and statutes and judicial decisions 
and find out what public opinion 
has to say about any or all of 
these. Law is only one mode and 
method of social control, and there 
are at least two other modes which 
are superior to it. 

“The first is the conduct and 
manners of gentlemen, and this in- 
cludes the second, which is con- 
duct according to the highest 
standard of morals. Those per- 
sons whose lives are guided and 
fashioned by either of these modes 
of social control are on a much 
higher plane than if they were 
merely law-abiding. 

“This is one reason why the 
widely heard cry for law énforce- 
ment.is so meaningless. It usually 
reflécts merely the demand of the 
fanatic for the punishment of vio- 
lators of some particular law in 
which he is interested. If law en- 
forcement meant the enforcement 
of all law, then the social order, at 
least in the United States, would 
quickly. be ‘afflicted with paralysis, 


partly because of the absurdity of | y 


many of these laws and partly be- 
cause of their open conflict with 
each other. 

Against Law for Law’s Sake. 

“It ought to be clear, then, that 
the legalistic demand that all law 
be obeyed and respected because it 
is the law is the reverse of rea- 
sonable. Free men from the be- 
ginning of time have followed the 
contrary course, and few things 
are.more certain than that they 
will continue to do so. Thomas

STIMSON SAYS U.S, 
CAN REMAIN NEUTRAL 


Secretary Declayes ‘British 
White Paper’ Contains 
Nothing to Contrary. 


By the Aséociated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Secre- 
tary of State Stimson, in a state- 
ment today, said the “British white 
paper,” an interpretation of obliga- 
tions created by the League of Na- 
tions, does not state that there 
could be no neutrals in any future 
war. 

He said that the paper contains 

nothing contrary to the United 
States position as a signatory of 
the Kellogg-Briand patt. 
“Stimson .said that the assertion 
had béen credited to the “white

|Missing Flyers May Have Landed

Trade and industry in the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District, 
centering around St. Louis, have 
developed “recessionary tenden- 
cies” lately, it is declared in_ the 
monthly review of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank,. published today. The 
review continues: 

“In virtually all lines investigat- 
ed, November sales fell below those 
reported for October, and \imn a4 
large majority of instances the to- 
tals were below those of November, 
1928. While many of the de- 
creases shown from November to 
December were seasonal in char- 
acter, they were larger than the 
average of the past several years. 
Slowing down in: distribution of 
commodities was quite general, ex- 
tending to the large urban cen- 
ters, small towns and rural areas. 
Likewise, most classifications of 
merchandise were affected, though 
relatively the most marked de- 
clines were in goods in the luxury 
category and materials used by the 
building industry and certain lines 
of manufacture. Included in the 
lines showing smaller sales vol- 
ume than a year earlier were boots 
and shoes, clothing, groceries, au- 
tomobiles, hardware, millinery, 
stoves and certain iron and steel 
specialities, Small gains over last 
Névember were recorded in furni- 
ture, dry goods, electrical supplies. 
farm implements and men’s hats. 

“Christmas shopping got a later 
start than usual, and was adverse- 
ly affected by unfavoruble weath- 
er. Considerable tmprovement in 
distribution of holiday goods, both 
at wholesale and retail, however, 
has developed since the first week 
of December. 

Surplus of Workers. 

“Generally thtough the district, 
according to the Employment Serv- 
lee of the Department of Labor. 
a surplus of workers exists, most 
marked among unskilled labor and 
artisans in the building crafts. 
Lumber and textile mills reduced 
their working forces, and fewer 
persons were employed in railroad 
shops, furniture and shoe factories, 
and plants manufacturing glass, 
clay products, iron and steel goods. 

“There was a sharp decrease in 
building permits issued and con- 
tracts let for construction during 
November, the tota! dollar value of 
contracts being the smallest for 
any month.since January, 1925. 
Debits to ghecking accounts In the 
chief cities of the district in No- 
vémber were smaller by 11 per 
cent than in October, but 6.1 per 
cent larger than in November, 
1923.” —- 

Quoted figures show that build- 
ing construction contracts awarded 
in the reserve district in November 
were for $18,679,021,.. eompared 
with $25,648,808 im “October and 


‘$27,301,820 in November, 1928. St. 


Louls building permits totaled $1.- 
423.000 this November, compared 
with $2.768,000 in November, 1928. 
There was no change in building 
costs. from October to November, 
the review states.

MOSCOW, Dec. 30,—Josef Sta- 


lin, dictator of Soviet Russia, in a 
speech before a. convention of 


agrarian technicians here yester- 
day analyzed the present situation 
of the Soviet peasantry as affected 
by the government's introduction 
of collective farming. 

His He a frank exposition 
of his agrarian policies, asked and 
answered three questions: 

First, will the Kulaks (the rich 
peasants with large land holdings) 
be left on the soil in regions 
where collective farming has been 
introduced? By answering this 
question in the negative the dictat- 
or forecast expulsion from the soll 
of 1,000,000 Kulak families if they 
continue to resist the co-operative 
movement. 

Stalin's second question was. 
“Why didn’t the government adopt 
its present policy when it was be- 
ing urged two years ago by Trot- 
zky and Zinovieff?” 

Stalin told the convention that in 
1927 when Trotzky insisted on an 
immediate drive on the Kulaks 
such an offensive would have been 
a dangerous venture. The Kulaks 
at that time, he pointed out, had 
more than 890,000 tons of bread. 
while the communal Soviet farms 
produced only 112,000 tons. 

“Could we at that time deciare 
war against the Kulaks?” Stalin 
demanded. “Of course not! It 
would have meant a war in which 
we would have been defeated and 
would have strengthened the posi- 
tion of the Kulaks. That's why 
we could not and had no right to 
give in to the adventurist urgings 
‘of Trotzky and Zinovieff. 

“How do matters stand now?” 
he continued. “This autumn our 
}communal farms produced 593,000 
tons of bread. We can therefore 
now afford to attack Kulakism and 
liquidate the rich peasantry as a 
class.”’ 

. Stalin’s third question was: “Is 
it true, as a number of Soviet 
economists claim, that the peasants 
of Russia benefited less from the 
Communist revolution than from 
the Kerensky revolution?” 

An emphatic negative was his 
reply. 

‘We abolished private land hold- 
ers.” he declared. “We distribeted 
nationalized land freely to the 
peasants. We now supply the peas- 

nts with tractors with which to 
work that. jand,. and we assist 
them tq enter collective farms 
whieh wili stabilize their economic 
‘position. How, then, can anyone 
say that the October revolution 
gave nothing to the peasantry?”

Notwithstanding the difficulty that 
many municipalities and towns have experienced in 
disposing of their securities, St. Louis readily sold 
all her bonds approximately at par. The credit of 
the city is therefore excellent, notwithstanding mu- 
nicipal revenues are fnadequate. 

Progress in the matter of increasing the revenues’ 


tee appointed by the Chamber of Commerce. This 
committee, which is headed by Judge Hugo Grinim, 
is inviting municipal revenue experts here to give 
it the benefit of their experience.

The Southern approaeh to the Pree Bridge, the cost

before the Board of Aldermen an ordinance which 
proposes an exchange use of the Free and Eads 
bridges by the municipality and the railroads. The 
ordinance will come up for debate in. January... It 
differs from the prior ordinance proposing such an 
exchdnge chiefly in the right reserved to thé city, 
after six months’ notice, to terminate the agreement 
and compensate the railroads for money spent for 
new approaches to the Free Bridge. The old ordi- 
nance, which’ frcluded the tunnel in the agreement, 
was. to have been for 50 years. 

Two notable victories were. won for the city in 
1929 by the Chamber of Commeree: .By making a 
complete exhibit before the Statee Highway Commis- 
sion in which St. Loufs was’ clearly shiown to be get- 
ting gravel roads where Kansas City was getting 
concrete roads, the Chamber succeeded tn getting 
the Commission to award more concrete roads for 
'the St. Louis district without disturbing the state- 
wide road plan. In the matter of a direft air 
‘Inail. route between Sf. DLenis aga@ New York, the 
Chamber made such @ convincing showing that the 
Government readily capitulated: In association with 
the St. Louis County Ghamber of’ Commerce, the 
} Chamber also instituted @ scientific study of city and 
county consolidation. , 

The new $5,000,000 Civil Courts building on the 
City Plaza was virtually completed in. .1929. The 
building will be approached for’ some time by im- 
provised wooden steps, but aside trom that the: mon- 
umental structure is complete and wil shortly: be put 
into use. Beside it is tastand the new Féderal Build- 
ing in St. Louis, which, after years of debate, the 
Government this year decided to place on the Munici- 
pal Plaza. This was not the least of the esthetic 
victories of St. Louis in 1929. 

Industrially the city made good progress during 
1929.. Through the annual report of the Industrial. 
Club, it is learned that 20 products not previously 
manufactured here will be made in St. Louie as a 
result of the 76 new industries and 124 expansions 
annousced in the twelve-month perfod. The new in- 
dustries and’ expansions, wlien completed, will nep- 
resent an aggregate investment of $79,450,000; will. re- 
quire 1,967,334 square feet of! new factory and ware- 
house space and afford employment ‘for 6122 addi- 
tional workers.

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SENSATIONAL DEFENSE AND. 
SOUND ATTACK ELIMINATE 


1928 WESTERN CHAMPIONS

3 goals to 1, in the first round of

series at Sportsmfan’s Park yesterday afternoon. 


“Yes, sir. The boys have been 
laughing at me for three years. 
‘And they have been mighty tough 
seasons. My team had potential 
strength, but just could nof get 
going. And now I have the first 
laugh of the year on the other fel- 
lows. Didn’t those boys of mine 
play some real soccer in putting 
out the Western champions of last 
geason? Reminded me of the old 
days, when I was in there with 
Brother Cliff, ANie Schwarz, Len 
Zarschel and others.” 

Played Good ‘Soccer. 

But Tate Brady was not the only 
one who was willing to concede 
that the Hellrungs played some 
great soccer in defeating the 
Madisons. There were 2165 cash 
customers who went home talking 
to themselves regarding the fine 
play of the Hellrung eleven on a 
very heavy field, that in spots was 
ankle deep in water and on other 
places fetlock deep in mud. The 
field was so heavy that on some 
occasions, the heaviest kickers 
were able to advance the ball only 
a few feet. 

But, even with this, the Hell- 
rungs showed a sound attack and 
a sensational defense. These boys 
on the team have been listening to 
Tate Brady. the greatest fullback 
ever to play in this city and the 
boys are beginning to show the 
results of these talks. The team 
as it is playing today is just about 
the best in the St. Louis Soccer 
League. 

In beating the Madisons, the 
Helirungs picked on no cripples. 
Phil ‘Kavanaugh bad in his best 
battle front, with Johnny Worden 
back on the forward line. And 
then, any club which has Joe Mc- 
Carthy in the forward line is not 
an easy one to stop. It was a 
sensational individual effort by 
this Joe McCarthy, which led to 
the only score of the match for 
the Western champions of a year 
azo. McCarthy played one of the 
greatest games of his career, both 
on attack and defense, but it all 
went for naught, mainly because of 
the better teamwork of the Hell- 
rungs and that sensational de- 
fense, which the men of Brady 
threw in front of the goal when 
danger threatened.

Off in the Lead. 

The match was only two min- 
utes old when the Hellrungs gained 
a one-goal lead, the result of a 
fine shot by Eddie Hart. Previous 
to this, the Hellrungs had pushed 
the sphere over the goal line, but 
Referee Murphy. had detected a 
foul on the part of OReilly and 
disallowed the goal. However, 
LaBarge’s boot on the free kick 
was none too strong and the Hell- 
rungs gained possession. Lou 
Ahrens took the ball and passed 
to Hart, who made good with a 
shot to the right corner of the 
mesh. 

After 15 minutes of the period 
had elapsed the Hellrungs were 
called upon to do some real de- 
fending. During a raid on the 
enemy goal, the Madison forwards 
took no fewer than half a dozen 
clean shots, but all were cleared. 
But the Madisons continued to at- 
tack and after 28 minutes they 
equalized. While Eddie Ffavin is 
credited with the goal, it was the 
work of Joe McCarthy which made 
possible the score.

There was no more scoring, until 
after 38 minutes of play. Then the 
Helirungs counted again.

N NEW YEAR'S DAY 


Dainty Refreshments Sorvall 
Buffet Style, Simplify 
Entertaining. 


The old custom of keeping “open 
house” on Néw Year's day stili sur- 
vives in many places: occasionally, 
this takes the form of the more 
forma! evening reception, but gen- 


erally. it means that the family is 
at bome without special invitations 
to friends at large. 

The simplest method of serving a 
large number of people is a buffet 
service. The foods served may be 
as eiaborate or as simple as de- 
sired and may consist of hot or cold 
dishes or of an assortment of sand. 
wiches, smal] cakes, bonbons, ‘salt- 
ed nuts and bot and cold beverages. 
Uniezs’a hostess is assured of am- 
ple and competent help, it is best 
to plan the latter type of refresh.- 
ment. 

In the dining room, the sideboard 
ang table are set with the foods, 
dishes 2nd silver so that each guevi 
may help himeelf or 50 that they 
may be served readiiy by members 
of the family or guests appointed 
to. help. 

There should be a g0od assort- 
ment * of sandwiches, daintily 
shaped. and spread with fillings 
that offer deeided contrasts in 
flavor. 

For instance, there should be one 
sweet filling, one highly seasoned 
ffiling,- one rather bland in flavor 
and a tart filling... Apricot jam 
mixed with cream cheese and one 
or two maraschino cherries is a 
good exaniple of a sweet filling; 
deviled tongue for the spicy one; a 
filling of chopped chicken and 
mushrooms for the third; while .a 
tart filling could be a eombination 
ot cheese and India pickle relish, 

Each variety of sandwich should 
be put on a separate. plate, and 
sometimes it is advisable to have a 
little paper flag or label with. the 
name of the filling on each. 

Macaroons, tiny iced cakes, very 
small cream puffs with whipped 
cream filling and, of course, New 
Year’s cakes provide a good assort- 
ment of sweets. Cakes should al- 
ways be smal! in order to avoid 
difficulty in passing and in eating. 
Some of them may be bought ready 
made, but any family cook ° can 
make the New Year’s cakes. Here 
is a — recipe for them. 


” New Year’s Cakés,  ~ 
Cream together «*hree-fourths 
cup of shortening—preferably equal 
parts of butter and one of the vége- 
table fats—and one and one-half 
cups of sugar. When thoroughly 
blended add one whole egg and 
one extra white and beat until | 
smooth. Then stir in three ‘table- 
spoons of caraway seeds, the grated 
rind of haif a lemon and — three 


Next add two cups of flour sift- 
ed with one-half teaspoon of éalt 
and two teaspoons baking powder. 
Mix well and add enough more 
flour to make a dough that is just 
stiff enough to handle. without 
sticking to your fingers. a 

Turn part of the dough Sut on 
the floured board, roll to a: scant 
one-fourth inch thickness and ‘cut 
into small oval shapes or about 
two-inch squares. 

Beat the egg yolk that you have 
left over with one teaspooh. of milk. 


place op @ greased baking sheet. 
Bake in a moderate oven about 16 
minutes or until delicately brown. 
The recipe makes from 380 té 40 
cakes. These will keep for some 
time if stored in an ale-Ateny con- 
tainer. a. 

[It is best to provide one hot 
béverage—tea, if it is an afternoon 
affair, or coffee for night—and a 
bowl of punch. Be sure that there 
is an ample supply of cups and 
teaspoons on the buffet table and

To wax fioors apply a thin coat 
of a good quality floor wax. A good 
method is to piace a smal! quantity 
of wax between two or three thick- 
nesses of cheesecloth, forming a 
sort of a bag. The wax will work 
through the meshes of the cloth 
as it passes over the floor, thus 
insuring a thinner, more even coat 
than if you put the wax on the 
outside of the cloth and apply it 
direct. Allow about 15 minutes for 
this coat of wax to dry, then rub 
to a polish with either a cloth, a 
weighted floor brush. one of the 
patented polishing devices now on 
the market, or an electric floor 
polisher. 

Waxing has always been consid- 
ered the most beautiful of all floor 
finishes. Instead of a shiny, glaesy 
polish, it bas a soft, subdued 
lustre. [t refiects lights and shad- 
ows, whether from sunlight. fire- 
piace or artificial light, in a way 
that is not possible with any other 
finish. The mellow depths of its 
beauty add charm and refinement 
to the entire room. 

A waxed finished floor is not 
only richer-looking. but it is actu- 
ally less expensive. After a Var- 
nished or shellaced floér has been 
in use two or three years at the 
mo: scratches, heel-marks and 
worn spots make ft necessary to 
have old finish completely removed 
and the floor entirely refinished. 
This is because these finishes are 
composed of gums, and when dry, 
are very brittle. This causes them 
to scratch or mark as soon as they 
are exposed to the wear and tear 
of heels and furniture. On the ot}- 
er hand, a flioor that is finished 


with wax is down to stay.
